Rain Helps, 
But It’s Still 
A Dry Season 


PORTERVILLE, Jan. 24 — A 
welcome, and long-hoped for storm 
brought 1.07 inches of rain to this 
area during the week, according 
to Daybell Weather station rec- 
ords, with varying amounts in the 
foothills and mountains. 

Figures from Sequoia National 
Forest headquarters show: Spring- 
ville, 1.19 inches; California Hot 
Springs, 1.49 inches; Johnsondale, 
-91 inches, with eight inches of 
snow; Glenville, 1.30 inches and 
six inches of snow, and Green- 
horn summit, about 14 inches of 
snow. ‘ 

At Porterville, season total is 
now 3,91 inches of rain, compared 
to 7.44 inches at this time last 
year. These comparative percent- 
ages. hold: at most measuring 
points in the area, with this year’s 
rain running only half, or less, as 
much as last year. 

Snow is light in the high moun- 
tains —- probably only a couple of 
feet at best, making prospects, as 
of now,-poor for spring runoff. 

If rain comes at proper intervals 
through the rest of the winter and 
spring, feed and grain crops could 
still develop, however, it looks 
now like 1956-57 will be one of 
those dry seasons:

This old hatchery was of the so- 
called cold water type which once 
upon a time was presumed quite 
necessary to raise healthy trout 
successfully, Actually, this is 
still true but our biologists jhave 
since discovered .that. perfectly 
good trout :can be raised much 
cheaper and considerably faster in 
warmer water of a sustained tem- 
perature. Trout today are raised 
in modern hatcheries at the rate 
of about one inch per. month 
whereas it takes twice as long, 
perhaps more, in real cold water. 
Furthermore, it takes almost three 
times as long to hatch out the 
trout eggs.. So goodby Yosemite 
along with the old hatchery at 
Bass Lake, Kaweah and on the 
Kings river. There will be no 
cut back in the number of, trout 
that can be produced with the 
elimination of Yosemite because 
the new installation at Friant has 
been geared to take up the slack.

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RED LIGHTS 
ON SCHOOL BUS 
MEAN "STOP" 


PORTERVILLE, Jan. 24—There 
should be no question about it, 
but there appears to be — how- 
ever, flashing red lights on a 
school bus mean that motorists 
approaching the bus must stop, 
and not pass as long as the lights 
are flashing. 

Flashing red lights indicate that 
children must cross the road as 
they load into the bus, or unload 
from it.
